Hornet Staff Writer 
Despite futile attempts to make known 
their existence on campus, the Student 
Advising Center is still the phantom

The center, which evolved one year ago, 
is actually part of a class -which ts 
comprised of approximately 300 
students. The class, Interdisciplinary 
190A and B, is directed and instructed by 
Dr. Algard Whitney. Dr. Whitney's 
schedule is a heavy one, since he is the 
only instructor who teaches 14 sections 
of the class. Luckily, he does have an 
assistant. But even so, the work load 1s 
still on his shoulders 

The students learn advising techniques 
in both lectures and through laboratory 
experience. They then get a chance to put 
the learnings to work in the Student 
Advising Center by helping students with 
their academic problems. The “advise 
rather than counsel” students on such 
things as program changes, waivering, 
credential programs or just plain program 
planning. Associate Coordinator Richard 
Wood, a graduate assistant working for 
the S.A.C., says that their specialty is 
general education planning 

SSC students, however, are not the only 
people to reap the special efforts the 
S.A.C. has to offer. Also reaping the 
benefits are the 18 or 19 junior colleges 
and high schools who “feed” SSC. Each 
of the campuses are visited by 
representatives who discuss and plan the 


“Strange behavior’ caused

Dr. Thomas S. Szasz, world-acclaimed 
psychiatrist, told SSC students in the 
Little Theatre Tuesday that the world’s 
ills have been, over the years, blamed on 
many things, among them witchcraft, 
masturbation and psychiatry. 

For hundreds of years, up through the 
1800's, a person who acted strangely was 
called a witch and was burned at the 
stake. Any unexplained evil was blamed 
on witchcraft. A bestseller in the 16th 
century told of the evils of masturbation 
It declared that persons were driven to 
insane acts by masturbation. The book 
was republished 80 times. The 20th 
century counterpart to this book is one 
describing what we now call perversions, 
such as homosexuality. Now this 
“strange” behavior is attributed to mental 
illness. 
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general education curriculum before they 
get here. Special groups such as the

A new program, initiated this year 
through the efforts of many of the 
students involved in the center. For those 
students who want information 
concerning credentials, an annex of the 
Student Advising is located in the lobby 
of the new Education Building on the 
second floor.

Concerning other problems which 
confront SSC students such as draft, 
drugs, abortions and _ psychological 
problems, the Center acts as a referral 
service. The reason that they themselves 
do not advise in these areas is because they 
do not want a duplication of services 
Also, there are other available facilities 
which are especially equiped to handle 
such problems 

If you are troubled or confused about 
your academic life, don’t worry. There is 
really a “helping hand” on this campus 
It’s located in FS 206 just above the 
cafeteriz. 


Dr. Szasz told how psychiatric help is 
now used as a tool to subject people to 
involuntary commitment. He says, 
“There is no such thing as mental health, 
a person is either good or bad, you like 
him or you don't.” On the whole, Dr. 
Szasz believes mankind has not improved 
its inner conflict since its beginning. 

Dr. Szasz says he “converses with 
people” rather than using psychotherapy. 
He is against “psychiatric pushing around 
of people.”’ If Dr. Szasz’s views went into 
effect, he envisioned that 90% of today’s 
psychiatrists would be out of work. 

“The only need psychiatrists are filling 
is the need to persecute people, to push 
people around,” he said. 

In an interview with the Hornet, Dr. 
Szasz told of some strange beliefs held by

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Kent State film may unlock

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Justice 
Department, still probing the various 
aspects of the shootings at Kent State 
University May 4, will decide within 30 
days whether a federal grand jury will be 
called to make a deeper investigation of 
the tragedy 

A high department officizi said Tuesday 
some apparent conflicts have yet to be 
resolved between the information 
received by an Ohio state grand jury and 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. He 
indicated that at least some of the 
questions to be answered involve a film 
which the grand jury saw, but which only 
recently has been shown to federal 
authorities.

Academy at Annapolis still had a 
stipulation in the entrance requirements 
that barred any man who had

Dr. Szasz went on to say that in the 
pediatric textbooks and journals of the 
early 1940's, there were warnings of 
horrible consequences along with strange 
preventative methods for young people 
that might masturbate. 

Dr. Szasz said, “A century ago, anyone 
with whom you did not get along, would 
be called a witch a few times and soon 
the citizens would also brand him a 
witch.” Society makes our witches, he 
suggested. 


In the 20th century, Dr. Szasz 
continued, “there is no longer the need to 
call someone a witch because you do not 
get along with him, you simply say he is 
crazy.” He feels our governmental system 
takes care of everything else 


The film depicted at least part of the 
day’s activities when four students were 
shot and nine were injured on the

“Apparently some great weight was 
placed on the film by the state grand 
jury,” the official said 


There is a major conflict between the 

grand jury’s finding-that the National 
Guardsmen acted in self-defense when 
they fired at students-and a report the 
Justice Department has prepared for 
internal information about the case.

Dr. Szasz spoke of witchcraft, 
masturbation and psychiatry in order to 
bring together the idea of the scapegoat 
and its function in the moral metabolism 
of our society. He insinuated that Hitler 
was far from being alone in his use of 
scapegoats to solve problems 

We all use scapegoats at some time or 
another, he said. When something goes 
wrong we are quick to blame it on 
someone else and say “you're nuts or he’s 
crackers!” These derogatory labels, we 
use must stop, Dr. Szasz told the Hornet 

“When we think of someone as crazy or 
abnormal we should stop and think fora 
minute about what change in our own 
behavior would constitute a valid 
correction which would make the other 
person alright,”” he stressed 

Dr. Szasz wants us all to be aware of the 
grave consequences facing us ali if 
thoughts about our psychiatric laws and 
individual laws are not changed

“Editorials represent the opinion of the State Hornet and are not 
intended to represent the views of the ASSSC, the college, or individual 
members of the Hornet Staff.” It’s quite a statement. It seems simply 
to imply that the editorial just below, above, or beside it is the opinion 
of and somehow connected to the State Hornet. 

Most of the editorials have reflected a favorable image upon the State 
Hornet because they were factual and were concerned with topics of 
interest. 

However, this favorable record was drastically shattered last Friday 
when the Hornet tackled the problem of student funding of 
instructionally related areas. It considered a few vague facts, researched 
the wrong areas, printed false and outdated material, and after careful 
blundering, gurgitated a black and white, true and false, right and 
wrong, aJl for me and nothing for you opinion. 

The editorial began with a statement which would profound even the 
most unexperienced historian. “A certain characteristic of human 
nature is its capacity to arrive at compromises which ultimately fail to 
appease anyone.” Without compromises where would man be? 
Helplessly polarized from his fellowman. But all editorials have to begin 
somewhere and condemning compromises is just as easy to do as 
anything else 

After such a tremendous beginning, the editorial] moved on to the real 
issue, or at least what the Hornet thought the real issue to be. Again, I 
quote, “Such is the case in the current struggle between the State 
College Board of Trustees and the California State College Student 
Presidents Association (CSCSPA) over the question of establishing 
mandatory material andservices fees...The problem, as the trustees 
know it, is an attempt by a few state college student bodies to put an 
end to Material and Service fees.” The article even goes on to say that 
the students at Sonoma State dissolved the M & S fees in a student 
body election. 

Now I have a secret to tell the Hornet. The California State Legislature 
established the M & S fee and I am sure no student body cag; at its own 
whim, decide to vote down a decision of the legislature. Unfortunately, 
it would be nice if we could. What I think the Hornet really meant in its 
editorial was the mandatory student body fees over which the current 
controversy is now raging. 

Last week I attended a Student Body President's meeting with 
Chancellor Dumke at the chancellor’s office in Los Angeles. As | was 
walking down one of the hallways I noticed a display on the wall. It 
was a large board divided into 18 sections-one for each state college. 
On it were placed articles from each student newspaper that concerned 
the Board of Trustees or the cchancellor’s office. Undoubtedly, by 
now, last Friday’s editorial is posted on the board. And I would assume 
it is getting a lot of laughter or it has reflected a very unfavorable 
immuge on the State Hornet and the general student body on this 
campus. 

It was also apparent that the Hornet had failed to do its homework 
when, in its editorial, it stated that the student president from Pomona 
objected in this letter to thefive-year contract proposal. 

Again I have news for the Hornet. The proposal that the student 
president from Pomona was objecting to was not the five-year contract 
proposal, but an entirely different proposal proposed by the CSCSPA 
Ad-Hoc Committee and adopted by the entire body. It is not my intent 
to debate the Hornet’s position on this issue for | feel they are taking a 
position which really no student would be opposed to that of 
opposing the loss of student control of student funds. It is, however, 
another matter when they attempt to understand the “political 
realities” of the situation based upon outdated and inadequate 
information. 

I would further extend an open invitation to the Hornet, at anytime, 
to discuss with me any state-wide issue. | would be more than happy to 
explain both sides of any issue before the CSCSPA, and assist in 
obtaining the facts connected with the issue.

speaker blacklist 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A House committee 
announced yesterday it will challenge a court order 
against its report on alleged radical campus speakers 
by revising and reissuing the report and prohibiting 
the courts from interfering. 

The maneuver “sets the stage for what may well 
become an historic confrontation between the 
Congress and the federal courts,” the House Internal 
Security Committee explained in a statement 

Public printing of the report- which lists college 
campus speeches by 65 persons that the committee 
says are revolutionary, militants, and 
Communists--has been prohibited by U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell. The committee is appealing 
Geseil's order 

But Chairman Richard H. Ichord, D-Mo., advised 
all members of the House by letter today that he also 
is going to revise and reissue the report. He said ne 
will then ask the House to pass a_ resolution 
prohibiting the courts or anyone else from interfering 
with its public printing. 

The chairman accused Gesell of supervising, 
censoring and restricting the report in violation of 
legislative powers the Constitution gives exclusively 
to Congress, not the courts. 

Gesell ruled the report attempts to “black list” the 
named speakers from further campus appearances and 
thus violates their constitutional free speech rights 

The report contends the campus speaking circuit is a 
significance cource of financing “for the promoters of 
disorderly and revolutionary activities among 
students.” 

It is based on a survey of 95 colleges that shows the 
65 speakers were paid $108,000 for 155 speeches 
over the past two years

State Colleges offer continuing education program 


The California State Colleges, 
through the Office of Educational 
Services on each of the 19 
campuses, offer diversified 
programs in continuing education 
as a special service to those 
Californians who seek to maintain 
and increase their levels of 
personal and professional 
competence. 

During the past year, the 19 
California state colleges offered 
continuing education courses and 
programs to 69,226 citizens, an 
increase of 22 percent over the 
previous year. Enrollments have 
been increasing at an average rate 
of approximately 15 percent per 
year 
One of the important functions 
of the continuing education 
program (sometimes referred to as 
the college’s extension program) is 
to take the college out into the 
community. Credit and non-credit 
courses, workshops, institutes, 
conferences and consulting 
educational services are available 
to adults (college students, 
businessmen, government 
workers, leaders of community 
groups, teachers and others), who 
are interested in continuing their 
education. 

The number of courses, 
conferences, etc., offered by a 
state college varies from campus 
to campus, depending upon the 
needs of the college's service area 
This fall, for example, Cal-State 
Hayward is offering 112 courses 
in 11 locations in Alameda county 
and 10 locations in Contra Costa 
county 
Course subjects also vary 
depending upon the needs of the 
local community. Many of the 
courses are offered primarily for 
public school teachers. College 
undergraduate students will find 
some courses that will aid them in 
making progress toward their 
degree. Adults wanting to take 
college-level courses of general 
interest will find classes in such 
fields as biology, art, 
anthropology, music, sociology 
and English. Too, there may be 
courses for football, baseball, and 
wrestling coaches, and courses on 
advanced scuba techniques, 
cooking, ecology, population, 
drugs, family living, ethnic 
studies, and industrial relations 

It is not necessary for those 
interested in continuing education 
to be enrolled for a degree 
However, enrollees must meet 
college requirements for freshman 
standing or advanced standing, or 
be adults in special status. Most 
courses are offered at the upper 
division level, with two years of 
college preparation being the 
normal prerequisite for 
enrollment. Additional

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preparation may be required by 
the course instructor. 

All course offerings are approved 
and certified by the appropriate 
academic department at each 
college. Credits earned through 
study in continuing education 
may be applied toward degree, 
credential, in-service, or other 
educaitonal objectives. However, a 
maximum of only 24 semester 
units may be applied toward the 
bachelor’s degree, and a minimum 
of 6 semester units may be 
applied toward the master’s 
degree 


Non-credit educational activities 

such as institutes, conferences, 
seminars and study groups in 
technology, the social sciences, 
the sciences, the humanities, 
contemporary affairs and other 
areas are offered to those who 
seek personal or professional 
growth. 

Faculty members offering 
continuing education courses are, 
ordinarily, full-time members of 
the regula, resident faculty of the 
respective state college.

Continuing education in the 
California state colleges is not 
designed to produce revenue, 
although conducted on a 
self-supporting basis. Thus, fees 
are maintained at a comparatively 
low level. For example, in July 
1970, the lecture course fee was 
$19.00 per semester unit. This fee 
can be compared with an average 
fee of $22.00 per semester unit 


for comparable tax-supported 
institutions throughout the 
nation. 

Fiscally responsible operation of 
continuing education can produce 
revenue which, under legal 
provisions, can be used for 
innovation and improvement of 
educational offerings. Typical of 
such innovative practices is a 
present effort directed toward 
implementation of contracted 
television programming to 
business and industry without 
expenditure of tax funds.
